CHILDREN’S SECTION: ‘YOUNG ISRAEL.” After 19 
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Next Sunday’s Board. 


ALTHOUGH a number of nominations have been sent in for the vacant 
offices at the Board of Deputies, and a contest may occur, we cannot but 
think that next Sunday's meeting should reveal a very large measure of 
agreement on the question. The nomination of Sir STUART SAMUEL Bart., 
as President, meets with widespread support and is, in fact, uncontested. 
Sir STUART was a member of the Board some years ago, and his great 
experience of public affairs and his proven zeal for Jewish interests, to say 
nothing of his congenial qualities, ensure in him a worthy President of 
our chief communal organisation. He will be fully alive alike to the 
commanding part it must play in the future and to the need for recog: 
nising the democratic spirit of the times. So that Sir STUART SAMUEL 
could become a member of the Board and thus eligible, Mr. S. GILBERT 
resigned his seat in order to enable Sir STUART to become deputy 
for the synagogue hitherto represented by the former, an act of 
faithful public-spiritedness which cannot be too highly commended. 
A large measure of agreement, we take it, also exists upon 
the proposal to make LorD ROTHSCHILD one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the Board in succession to his uncle, the ever-to-be- 
regretted Mr. Leorotp pe Rotnuscnitp. His Lordship, besides 
inheriting an honoured name, iuberits too, no little of the solicitade for 
the Jewish cause which has made his family one of the most distinguished 
in modern Jewish history. It is a real pleasure and satisfaction to know 
that he is ready not only to criticise but to bear his share in the construc- 
tive work of the Board, and we believe that his election would tx endorsed 
by the overwhelming majority of the Jewish Community of this country. 
For the Vice-Presidentships, several other gentlemen are nominated. But 
we take it that a gentleman connected with the Sephardi Community, 
such as Mr. Eustace A. LINDO or Mr. E. L. MOCATTA, would receive 
the cordial support of the Board. As Treasurer, the name of Mr. NATHAN 
Lask!, J.P., is put forward. This gentleman bas been an active force 
for good in the great Manchester community, and bis election would 
be particularly welcome because it would knit London and the provinces 
in a closer kinship and thus promote an end which is very much to be 
desired. 


The System, Not the Man. 


Ir is evident that an opportunity exists for healing the strife which has 
disturbed the communal harmony, and that Sunday's meeting can, and 
ought to, start the Board upon a new career of increased usefulness. We 
are glad to know that Mr. H. S. O. HENRIQUES and Mr. Josuvua M. Levy 
are to be nominated as members of the Law and Parliamentary Com- 
mittee. Their acceptance of the position would show, what indeed 
accords with the general estimate of them, that they are prepared to set 
the interests cf the community above mere personal considerations 
and to give the benefit of their co-operation to the new Executive. 
Their aid and help will be welcomed, particularly as these two 
gentlemen will be rid of the Conjoint Committee influence to which 
they yielded. The course that is now being taken by Mr. HENRIQUES 
and Mr. Levy is in the best spirit of public life, and it is, if 
we may say so,in accordance with the same tradition that we have urged 
the Board not to lose sight of the fact that in this matter it is principles, 
rather than personalities, the system rather than the man, that count. 
Recent events were not, in the main, a demonstration against any 
individual—all of us, by the way, must sympathise with Mr. D. L. 
ALEXANDER, K.C., in the illness which has again seized him. Their 
chief purpose was a revolt against bad methods which constantly 
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militated against the usefulness of the PReard and tended 
to its permanent estrangement from t.e masses of the community. 
That revolt must, and will, find its concrete expression not only ina 
change in personnel—that is a minor matter—but in a change of 
Organisations, and in particular in the endin g, once for all, of 
the unjustifiable and, as events have proved, mischievous ana- 
chronism known as the Conjoint Committee. The Board of 
Deputies—the only representative body chosen -to deal with the political 
interests of the Community—must claim the sole control of these 
interests. If those who have dominated the Conjoint Committee in the 
past desire-to assert their views, let them do so vigorously and constitu- 
ionally within the four walls of the Jewish Parliament, and if they pre- 
vail, then their ideas or their policy will prevail too. The Community 
would not tolerate for twenty-four hours any rival to the duly elected 
communal organisation. We doubt. moreover, whether any Government 
department would pay much heed to it. We are glad to think that all parties 
in the Board appear determined to put strife and schism from their heart, 
and, having cleared the way for a democratisation of the Board, bave deter- 
mined to make Sunday's gathering the starting-point of a new era in the 
Communal life which will see established a strong representative body 
to watch over our manifold interests with zeal, with care, and, above all, 
with popular support and accord. 


Mr. Balfour and the Jewish National Movement. 


THE announcement has already been made that Mr. BaLrour, during 
his recent visit to Canada, had a prolonged conference with Mr. 
CLARENCE I, DE Sota, the President of the Federation of Zionist Societies 
of Canada. Our Montreal correspondent deals at greater length with 
the incident this week, and although he sends no particular details of 
what took place at the interview—that is obviously out of the question— 
he does send the news that Mr. pe Sora is highly gratified at the 
result. Mr. BALFOUR, we are told, expressed a very deep sympatby 
with the Zionist movement, our correspondent adding that it is 
believed that the result of this very important conference will be far- 
reaching and will aid greatly in carrying the Zionists successfully and 
triumphantly to their goal. It is certainly a very striking fact that two 
men of such divergent outlook as Mr. BALrouR and Mr. LLOvp GEorGE 
should be united in sympathy with the Jewish National ideal, and it is 
no secret that in this they but represent the attitude of a large proper- 
tion, if not the whole of the British Government. With such support 
gained for it, how ill-advised appear those who once airily dismissed the 
Zionist movement as a dream. Equally out of court are those shown to 
be who have denounced.it as a mischievous movement from the point of 
view of British citizenship. 


Jews and Public Life. 


We reprint in full, in another column, an article from the Morning Posé 
of last Tuesday. We do so not because it contains a violent attack upon 
Mr. EDWIN MontTAGU, M.P.—a somewhat cheap one at that '—but 
because it challenges the entire civic and political position of 
the Jews of this country. It is as wel) that Jews should 
realis¢ the extent to which a not unimportant section of opinion 
in the United Kingdom remains unemancipated from the rusty fetters 
of prejudice and intolerance. So far as Mr. MONTAGU is concerned we 
hold no brief for him, and indeed he has held himself severely—we had 
almost said ostentatiously—aloof from his people, their institutions, and 
their efforts, and is a notable example of the assimilant son of Israel. 
That he, of all men, should have been singled out for attack by the 
Morning Post is a stroke of irony pointed with a moral all too plain to 
need especial emphasis. In its general aspects, however, the article in 
the Morning Post is disheartening, even when allowance is made for 
the fact that it comes at a moment when the strained emoticns of war have 
produced an inevitable chauvinism. The whole substance of the article, 
however strongly our contemporary may assert the contrary, is anti-Semitic 
doctrine in its purest essence. It is more; it is a denial of the whole spirit 
and principle of civic equality which has spread its good influence over 
this realm for two generations. Our contemporary speaks of Jews 
having sought to grasp too much, and of forcing themselves into a 
position of public power to which their numbers and their place in the 
community do not entitle them—as though civic equality was granted to 
Jews on the understanding that not too many of them should take 
advantage of it. This is not liberty, but a qualified version, which none 
of the statesmen who fought for the equality of the Jews as citizens ever 
dreamt of, and no Jew worthy the name would have accepted. We 
presume that Mr. MONTAGU has attained his present position by the 
same means—energy, ability, wealth if you like—as the non-Jew. But 
nobody denies the right of the non-Jew to the fruits of his efforts, backed 
by these advantages, and if equality is more than a pious expression 
nobody can deny the right of the Jew either, 


A Warning For Jews. 


WHEN the Morning Post, however, writes :—‘' That a Jew should on 
occasion be Chief Justice of England is in itself an example of national 
latitude on which there might be two opinions,” it frankly tears up the. 
whole theory of Jewish equality. We are, in fact, back to the old 
days of tests and discrimimations from wh‘ch this country escaped 
with so much effort and with such obviv s advantagee As for our 
contemporary'’s references to LORD READING, we would only say that 
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either the Lord Chief Justice was guilty of conduct disqualifying him from 
his present position, or he was not. If he was not, theo he should be 
immune from such attacks as the Morning Post levels at him. If he 
was, then the blunder, or the crime, of his promotion rests upon the 
shoulders of the Prime Minister who appointed him to his office, and 
having regard to the political position of Mr. ASQuITH and his standing 
in the legal profession, we should have thought him the last person in the 
world to dishonour the justice seat with an undesirable nominee. At the 
same time our community will not shut their eyes to the points of warn- 
ing which the Morning Post article conveys. We will refer here only 
to the most apparent. It is a warning that the loud proclamation of 
British birth and nationality cannot hide the fact that the victory of 
Jewish emancipation is not finally won even yet. It is a warning of the 
evil effect of the Conjoint Manifesto which has already come home to 
roost—or rather of the spirit that induced the publication of 
that unhappy document—when we find our contemporary 
talking as it does about. our people's double allegiance. The 
text for the statement is undoubtedly, we fear, the document 
to which we have referred. On the other hand, our contemporary’s 
protest against what it regards as the lowering of the standard of political 
life has also its lesson for ourowncommunity. It is because we were zealous 
for the standard of Jewish political life that we took the determined stand 
we did against the action of certain gentlemen in the late Executive of the 
Board of Deputies. The times are difficult, and unity is meedful. But 
more precious and vital than unity even is the mutual confidence which 
can rest alone on the perfect good faith of the Jew with his brother. 
To the lack in many directions of that good faith and of the sentiment 
of brotherhood that should command it, of which recent incidents have 
been. sorry examples, is traceable—we must confess it—the prevalence 
and growth of a spirit concerning Jews of which the Morning Posi 
article is an ominous sign, 


The Fiity-Eighth Psalm. 


We observe that Convocation has banned Psalm Iviii., or that part 
of it which mercilessly condemns the wicked. It is, perhaps, natural 
that. as Jews; we are unable to agree with the viewpoint of our 
Christian friends. The guiding idea, apparently, in the mind of 
Convocation was that the fulminations of the Psalmist savoured of 
revenge. But that in our view was to misunderstand the Psalm. 
Jewish teaching forbids revenge—JOY “33 AX TON OPN (“ Thou 
shalt not bear revenge, nor a grudge against the children of thy people ") 
says the Jewish Law. And, the spirit of Psalm lviii., is not revenge but 
vengeance, the just punishment of the guilty. It opens, indeed, with the 
words: “ Do ye judge uprightly, O ye sons of men?” The language of 
he Psalmist glows no doubt wiih the fervour, the passion, and the 
hyperbole of the age and culture to which it owes its origin. 
But in substance it is a plea for the punishment of sin—so 
that man sbould realise (to quote the last verse) that “ There 
is a God judging the earth.” We do not believe that any more 
serviceable or saner basis of human society has yet been discovered 
than the reward of the righteous, and the prevention of crime by means 
of wholesome punishment. And in the light of that belief—a belief 
enshrined in the actual practice of mankind—we fail to appreciate 
the step which Convocation has adopted. We go further and contend 
that if the Bible is to be revised, on the lines which that body 
bas taken, Scripture will emerge in a _ peculiar and perhaps 
uarecognisable shape. On the other hand, it is only fair to admit 
that not every Christian divine holds with Convocation in this 
matter. In particular, we note with interest the forcible letter in the 
Times of Dean Wace, who describes Psalm Iviii. as “one of the 
grandest expressions of the righteous indignation by which we ought to 
be animated.” That is robust religion such as Judaism is meant to be, 


aad a welcome contrast to the moral anemia which so often masquerades

The Work Before the Board. 
Our Dangers Ahead. 


HEN, if ever, a history of Anglo-Jewry, as it is to-day, comes to 
be written and due regard is paid to an analysis of happenings 
and events, next Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies 
will be marked as vital. More so than the last gathering of 

that body, because the manner in which a bomb explodes and its effects, 
which cannot be told for certain until after the event, are far more 
important than its mere throwing. The vote of want of confidence in the 
honorary officers of the Board was as a bomb. The explosion of 
the resignations showed that a hit had been secured. Next Sunday's 
meeting will reveal to us the full effects. If the simile may be 
continued, the object of the attack was not the hurt of individuals 
but to obtain some definite advantage in the struggle for. com. 
munal democratisation. A correspondent has sent me a letter of none 
too friendly a nature, in which he upbraids me for what was 
written ia this celumn last week. Inferentially he seems to be of 
opinion that the analogy then ventured and the warning it conveyed have 
served to defeat a plan that was contemplated for reinstating in office the hon. 
officers who had resigned. That course of action, he tells me, he would 
bave favoured for many reasons which he advances, and he blames those 
who, as he puts it, “ are not content with the scalps of the three late hon. 
officers, but would secure their bodies as well.” But men sometimes become 
so identified with the system for which they have made themselves respon- 
sible, that their remaining in a position whereby they can continue to 
work the system means its perpetuation. Per contra their removal means 
its downfall. The Bureaucracy of Russia was. at an end when the [sar 
was deposed and the (srand Dukes rendered impotent. Junkxerism, 
Militarism, the whole illmess of Germany, will persist until the Kaiser, the 
Crown Prince. Hindenburg, and all the brood of who have brought 
ruin and desolation for gen@rafions to come upon the country—and the 
greatest disaster it has ever experienced upon the world—are laid by the 
heels and are forced to “ resign.” 


"TRE communication, however, exhibits a disposition to which it is 

necessary to draw attention in case it prevail at the next meeting ot 
the Board. The community has now an opportunity, that may not readily 
recur, to obtain an institution at once democratic and powerful in place of 
one that, being neither, has been worse than a useless encumbrance. It is 
true that to a very large extent the influence upon the Board and all its 
works of the Conjoint Committee has been responsible. That anachronistic 
piece of nonsensital humbug goes when the Board decides, as it is sincerely 
to be hoped will be the case, not to send apy of its repre- 
sentatives to take part. ian the farcical proceedings of make-believe 
and show for which the Committee has been distinguished. 
All. attempts, and they will be strenuous, to induce the Board 
to continne to help in the sorry farce and keep the Out-of-Joint- 
Committee going must .be resisted. It was to put an end to ‘the 
irritating and harmiul system of which the Committee was the most 
pernicious example, that the vote of no confidence was passed upon 
those who were identified with it and supported and defended its policy. 
There must be no glozing over with the Conjoint, nor any heed given to some 
sinister plea that without it there will be no body to represent Jewish 
interests at Whitehall; nor,again,mustthe slightest notice be paid tc Noodles’ 
orations built upon copy-book texts such as the admonition—and a very 
foolish one at that--against swopping horses when crossing a stream. That 
process may conceivably be the only alternative te drowning. The 
Conjoint must go, so far as the Board of Deputies is concerned, without 
qualification or compromise. It the Anglo-Jewish Association cares 
to monkey around with its ghost or pay homage toc the moribund 
concern, let it. -Even the name of its President will not obtain 
for ita moment's consideration as representing anything more than an 
Association of persons who care to pay 5s. per annum (as a minimunw for the 
promotion of its objects, mainly educational. But without the representa- 
tives of the Deputies it can be no longer a Conjoint Committee. At most 
it can be a sub-Committee of the Association—at worst it can play part of 
“ Fall'n Cherub” tothe Community. That it can be no more and nothing 
better—-and hence must soon give up even the ghost—must be the care of 
those who were responsible for the blow inflicted upon the old methods at 
the last meeting of the Board. Their mettle inthis respect may be severely 
tried next Sanday. 


ET, as has been observed, although the Conjoint has been the malign 
influence par cxcellence, it is not all that needs clearing up—or 
clearing away—in respect to the Board. The work now begun ought not to, 
stay until Anglo-Jewry has an efficient and truly representative institution 
For that purpose the whole system of delegation to the Board needs over. 
hauling, and something like a fair balance struck between constituency and 
constituency. Upon no democratic ethics can justification be found for the 
congregations of say Abertillery and Oxford, the former with Twelve and 
the latter with Four seatholders, sending to the Board the same number of 
delegates as say the Great Synagogue, with nearly 600 electors. While again 
if the Hampstead Synagogue sends two delegates it is surely incontestable 
that the huge Jewish Friendly Societies, since they contain members who, do 
not ‘‘ belong "—that is the usual phrase—to any synagogue, have, to some 
extent, no representation, and in a greater measure no direct representation, 
upon the Board. Once again, if the United Synagogue and the West 
London and the Sephardi Congregations are given representation it is 
dificult to see by what process of argument the exclusion of the 
Federation of Synagogues is to be justified. If the Board became a truly 
democratic body and by representing, influenced the Federation, that 
organisation might become a worthy institution instead of the “ pocket 
borongh” of Lord Swa,ibling, which he inherited with his title, having 
earned one by exactly as much personal exertion or merit as the other. 
That is just one instance where the benefits of a democratised Board might 
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spread far beyond its own limits. But there are others that must readily 
come to mind, although there is not the opportunity of detailing them here. 
The point, however, is that there will not be a true consolidation of the 
victory won at the last meeting of the Board merely by the elimination from 
office of the three gentlemen who resigned and their substitution by others, 
nor by only the ending of the Conjoint Committee. That the three Hon. 
Officers should remain resigned is as essential as that the Conjoint should 
be a thing of the past. They are not, however, the end to be kept in view. 
The making of the Board a real representative body, is. The athlete who 
means to win the race keeps his eyes fixed upon the goal. 


HERE is no need to show the extent to which in present circumstances 
the Board falls short of being representative of Anglo-Jewry; and if 
it be not so representative it is, pro tanto, a delusion and a franc. The 
Division list upon the resolution of want of confidence, gives some indica. 
tion, when asthe Jewish World pointed out last week, at least half-a- 
dozen members voted in diametrical opposition to the expressed views of 
their constiiuents, when Mr. Gustav Tuck, not alone, voted but “told” 
against the resolution, and virtually the next day in a speech to those whom 
he is supposed to represent, declared that in his opinion “ the xrction 
taken by the Conjoint was one of the most stupid of blunders,’ That 
he might lead them to believe that he had voted at the last meeting 
of the Board with the majority although he had done just the opposite, does not 
seem to have occurred to him. Those for whom Mr, Lucien Wolf—the fons 
et or:go of the Conjoint Manifesto and all the subsequent trouble (his was, 
too, let full credit be* awarded him, the genius that evolved the’ famous 
sritish birth and nationality” letter to the Times and whipped np the 
valiant eighteen to sign it) deputises—the W oolwichand Plumstead Congrega- 
tion—have repudiated his attitude by passing a resolution confirming 
the vote of censure. Yet none of these gentlemen appear 
to think there is anything untoward in their relation to those whom they 
purport to represent. Nor, it must be admitted, do the constituencies 
appear to think their relation to their deputies particularly untoward either. 
Che one and the other seein willing to put up with a state of affairs that in 
true democratic conditions wou!d be felt to be intolerable. It is the leaven 
that has worked itself through. The Conjoint claimed to be independent of 
the bodies out of which it was formed—an awful example of ignoring the 
spirit of the fifth Commandment—the hon. officers regarded themselves as 
endowed with carte blanche (it you don’t like it, lamp it, or we will 
resign!, and the Deputies have followed suit. The red thread of autocratic 
oligarchy runs through all; except that it has been comparatively é¢asy to 
break the Conjoint Committee and to retuse to “lump it’’ at the bidding 
of hon. officers. The members of the Conjoint or the hon. officers did not 
hold their places on condition of a payment which, in exchange tor the 
honour of the position, they liquidated out of their own resources. 


ND it is as well that we should appreciate fully the vital necessity that 
exists for a representative institution for Anglo-Jewry. such as has 
been adumbrated not alone ia this article but often before in this column. 
The pity is that the beginning of a better era has been deferred till now, 
No one in his~senses begrudged the honour and glory of office that it 
conferred upon any man. No one endowed with reason would 
desire to exclude from office capable men willing to do communal 
work. But the incontrovertible fact is that we cannot at such a 
moment as this, to which the ending of the old unworthy system 
has been adjourned, afford to . regard _ personalities to the 
prejudice of the public or individual feeling when set. against 
public interests. The times before us, nay the times through which 
we are passing, are burdened with questions and problems, the most 
momentous that have ever troubled this Community. There are signs that 
cannot be mistaken by the veriest tyro or ignored, except by the wilfully 
blind, that there is growing up in this country a_ sentiment 
which seriously threatens the Jewry of this land. However, we explain 
the riots at Leeds, or the article that appeared this week in the Morning 
Post, and whatever we think of either happening, it is certain what they 
porterd. Argument as to whether “the kettle began it” is futile. We 
have to face a state of affairs that is going to try and test Anglo- 
Jewry to its very mnerve+centres. And. we must face it by 
the best means which history and experience’ dictate—by 
a strong ‘Jewish organisation, an organisation—let me hasten to 
add—that, besides. being strong, and for that purpose broad-based, demo- 
cratic, and, representative, is also Jewish. There is no place to-day in the 
councils of Anglo-Jewry for weaklings in spirit. The communally con- 
sumptive, world-weary, life-despisers as Jews, are mere clogs upon the 
energy, physical and moral, of the rest of our people.

On the other hand, our contemporary’s 
protest against what it regards as the lowering of the standard of political 
life has also its lesson for ourowncommunity. It is because we were zealous 
for the standard of Jewish political life that we took the determined stand 
we did against the action of certain gentlemen in the late Executive of the 
Board of Deputies. The times are difficult, and unity is needful. But 
more precious and vital than unity even is the mutual confidence which 
can rest alone on the perfect good faith of the Jew with his brother. 
To the lack in many directions of that good faith and of the sentiment 
of brotherhood that should command it, of which recent incidents have 
been sorry examples, is traceable—we must confess it—the prevalence 
and growth of a spirit concerning Jews of which the Morning Post 
article is an ominous sign. 


The Fifty-Eighth Psalm. 


We observe that Convocation has banned Psalm lviii., or that part 
of it which mercilessly condemns the wicked. It is; perhaps, natural 
that. as Jews; we are unable to agree with the viewpoint of our 
Christian friends. The guiding idea, apparently, in the mind of 
Convocation was that the fulminations of the Psalmist savoured of 
revenge. But that in our view was to misunderstand the Psalm. 
Jewish teaching forbids revenge— “33 MX OPN &? Thou 
shalt not bear revenge, nor a grudge against the children of thy people "’) 
says the Jewish Law. And, the spirit of Psalm lviii,, is not revenge but 
vengeance, the just punishment of the guilty. It opens, indeed, with the 
words: “ Do ye judge uprightly, O ye sons of men?” The language of 
the Psalmist glows no doubt with the fervour, the passion, and the 
hyperbole of the age and culture to which it owes its origin. 
But in substance it is a plea for the punishment of sin—so 
that man should realise (to quote the last verse) that “ There 
is a God judging the earth.” We do not believe that any more 
serviceable or saner basis of human society has yet been discovered 
than the reward of the righteous, and the prevention of crime by means 
of wholesome punishment. And in the light of that belief—a belief 
enshrined in the actual practice of mankind—we fail to appreciate 
the step which Convocation has adopted. We go further and contend 
that if the Bible is to be revised, on the lines which that body 
has taken, Scripture will emerge in a _ peouliar and perhaps 
unrecognisable shape. On the other hand, it is only fair to admit 
that not every Christian divine holds with Convocation in this 
matter. In particular, we note with interest the forcible letter in the 
Times of Dean Wace, who describes Psalm Iviii. as “one of the 
grandest expressions of the righteous indignation by which we ought to 
be animated.” That is robust religion such as Judaism is meant to be, 


aad a welcome contrast to the moral anemia which so often masquerades 
as faith,

The Work Before the Board. 
Our Dangers Ahead. 


HEN, if ever, a history of Anglo- Jewry, as it is to-day, comes to 
be written and due regard is paid to an analysis of happenings 
and events, next Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies 
will be marked as vital, More so than the last gathering of 

that body, because the manner in which a bomb explodes and its etiects, 


which cannot be told for certain until after the event, are far more 
important than its mere throwing. The vote of want of confidence in the 
honorary officers of the Board was as a bomb. The explosion of 
the resignations showed that a hit had been secured. Next Sunday’s 
meeting will reveal to us the full effects. If the simile may be 
continued, the object of the attack was not the hurt of individuals 
but to obtain some definite advantage in the struggle for com. 
munal democratisation. A correspondent has sent me a letter of none 
too friendly a nature, in which he upbraids me for what was 
written in this celumn last week. Inferentially he seems to be of 
opinion that the analogy then ventured and the warning it conveyed have 
served to defeat a plan that was contemplated for reinstating in office the hon. 
officers who had resigned. That course of action, he tells me, he would 
bave favoured for many reasons which he advances, and he blames those 
who, as he puts it, “ are not content with the ecalps of the three late hon. 
officers, but would secure their bodies as well.”” But men sometimes become 
so identified with the system for which they have made themselves respon- 
sible, that their remaining in a position whereby they can continue to 
work the system means its perpetuation. Per contra their removal means 
its downfall. The Bureaucracy of Russia was at an end when the [sar 
was deposed and the Grand Dukes rendered impotent. 
Militarism, the whole illness of Germany, will persist until the Kaiser, the

ET, as has been observed, although the Conjoint has been the malign 
influence par cxcelicnce, it is not all that needs clearing up—or 
clearing away—in respect to the Board. The work now begun ought not to, 
stay until Anglo-Jewry has an efficient and truly representative institution 
For that purpose the whole system of delegation to the Board needs over- 
hauling, and something like a fair balance struck between constituency and 
‘ constituency. Upon no democratic ethics can justification be found for the 
congregations of say Abertillery and Oxford, the former with Twelve and 
the latter with Four seatholders, sending to the Board the same number of 
delegates as say the Great Synagogue, with nearly 600 electors. While again 
if the Hampstead Synagogue sends two delegates it is surely incontestable 
that the huge Jewish Friendly Societies, since they contain members who, do 
not belong ""—that is the usual phrase—to any synagogue, have, to some 
extent, no representation, and ina greater measure nodirect representation, 
upon the Board. Once again, if the United Synagogue and the West 
London and the Sephardi Congregations are given representation it is 
dificult to see by what process of argument the exclusion of the 
Federation of Synagogues is to be justified. If the Board became a truly 
democratic body and by representing, influenced the Federation, that 
organisation might become a worthy institution instead of the ‘ pocket 
borough” of Lord Swayibling, which he inherited with his title, having 
earned one by exactly as much personal exertion or merit as the other. 
That is just one instance where the benefits of a democratised Board might 
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spread far beyond its own limits. But there are others that must readily 
come to mind, although there is not the opportunity of detailing them here, 
The point, however, is that there will not be a true consolidation of the 
victory won at the last meeting of the Board merely by the elimination from 
office of the three gentlemen who resigned and their substitution by others, 
nor by only the ending of the Conjoint Committee. That the three Hon. 
Officers shonld remain resigned is as essential as that the Conjoint should 
be a thing of the past. They are not, however, the end to be kept in view.

ND it is as well that we should appreciate fully the vital necessity that 
exists for a representative institution for Anglo-Jewry, such as has 

been adumbrated not alone in this article but often before in this column. 
The pity is that the beginning of a better era has been deferred till now, 
No one in his“senses. begrudged the honour and glory of office that it 


conferred upon any man. No one endowed with reason would. 
desire to exclude from office capable men willing to do communal 
work. But the incontrovertible fact is that we cannot at such a 
moment as this, to which the ending of the old unworthy system 
has been adjourned, afford to regard personalities to thé 
prejudice of the public or individual teeling when set against 
public interests.

And we must face it by 
the best means which history and experience  dictate—by 
a strong Jewish organisation, an organisation—let me hasten to 
add—that, besides being strong, and for that purpose broad-based, demo- 
cratic, and, representative, is also Jewish. There is no place to-day in the 
councils of Anglo-Jewry for weaklings in spirit. The communally con- 
sumptive, world-weary, life-despisers as Jews, are mere clogs upon the 
energy, physical and moral, of the rest of our people. A _ characteristic, 
well-defined, of the decadent is lack of will, particularly manifested in 
inability to resist the smallest sexual attraction. Our decadents as 
Jews, prove themselves by their non-resistance to the least social 
attraction. It is not of such or influenced by the spirit that 
animates them that an institution with a task before it such as 
is certain to confront the Board of Deputies can with any hope of 
success in its work be built up. The heart of Jewry is sound; its full 
blood must pulse through the Community without hindrance and with vigour. 
It is for that purpose—to ensure that object in these difficult days—that 
we need a representative institution, strong, able, willing, and above all 
Jewish. That is what the meeting of the Board has to bear in mind next 
Sunday. It has to act accordingly without fear, without favour, without regard 
to persons or to parties. Thus and thus only will it secure for the com- 
munity the full advantage of the excellent hit" which it delivered when it 
last foregathered.

LFROM OUR CORR! XDENT.) New YORK. 

From the reports already received, it can be said that the total vote for the 
Jewish Congress will be somewhere between 309,000 and 500,000. This is more 
than was expected by even the most sanguine in the Jewish Congress movement. 

It is apparent from reports of the vote that was cast in many of the out of 
town districts, as well as many of the New York districts, that the Voters were 
concerned less with the programmes and platforms which the different candidates 
represented than they were influenced by the personalities and general activities 
of the candidates themselves. Candidates whose work has endeared them to and 
enable i them to win the respect and confidence of the Jewish people carried the 
Gay without regard to their party afhliations. Significant in this connection isthe 
fact thatian New York such well-known Jews as Louis Marshall, Nathan Straus, 
Samuel Lewisohn, and Rabbi Stephen S. Wise were successful. In the Bronx 
alone did the Zionist ticket completely sween the field. But even here, the 
were not men whose names were thoroughly familiar to the voters. 
Moreover, the Bronx Zionists waged a campaign which was both energetic and 
Systematic. Louis Lipsky, Chairman of the Federation of American Zionists, 
and Morris lKtothenberg, President of the Zion Council of Greater New York, 
were candidates 

In sharp contrast to the situafion in the Bronx seems to have been that in 
Harlem. Here, also, tle Zionist candidates were well-known persons, as; for 
iastance, A. F. Fromensona, Publicity Director of the American Zionist Organisa- 
tions. Yet, these candidates were all defeated, the elections, strangely enough, 
going to tlre candidates of the extremist parties, comprising, on the one hand, the 


Socialis's, and on the other, the Mizrachi.

Conditions in Palestine. 


AN APPALLING STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


A correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, in touch with Valestine, 
sends our contemporary these particulars of its present state :—According to the 
latest information received the state of the Christian and the Jewish population 
of Palestine has become worse since the approach of the British Army. The 
greater part of the people lived on trade which they carried on with the visitors 
tothe Holy Land. This commerce has altogether ceased: Nine-tenths of al! 
houses of business and of all shops have been closed. The Jewish population 
received regular aid, principally from the (United States, during the time when 
Mr. Morgenthau and Mr. Abraham Elkus were successively the American 
Ambassadors at Constantinople. Since this source of help has been cut off the 
Jewish inhabitants also are in dire want | 

The Turkish officiais in Jerusalem have been proceeding to remove all objects 
of value and all relics from churches and convents. Robbery has led to violeng

riots, in which the soldiers have made free use of their arms. There are wild 
rumours that before the approach of the English all the churches and buildings 
which mark the sacred sites will be blown up. 

It is certain from reports of numerous refugees, who have succeeded in 
making their way in fishing vessels from the coasts of Palestine to Alexandria, 
that al the fertile region north of Jaffa which lies between the sea and the hills 
has been ravaged and reduced to a wilderness. The women and young girls have 
been carried off as slaves. Jaffa itself is not much more than a heap of ruins. 
The neighbouring villages have been levelled to the ground. The same atrocities, 
the refugees say, have been committed in Galilee, where a great number of the 
inhabitants have perished of hunger. Now that American relief has ceased, the 
only help that can be given to the starving population along the coasts of 
Palestine and Syria consists in supplies which have been brought in Spanish 
vessels. ‘It is due totheinitiative of the Vatican and the diplomacy of Mgr. Dolci, 
in Constantinople, that permission has been given for this tardy and incomplete 
measure of aid, which will at least delay the execution of the inhuman policy of 
[)jemal Pasha. 

In consequence of the dreadful famine [says the correspondent, in conclusion | 
epidemics are ravaging “the country. According to the report of the medical 
otficer to the municipality of Beyrout, in this town alone there are 7,000 cases of 
typhoid fever, the death-rate being forty aday. The regions of the Lebanon, indeed 
of all Syria, have become infected. The few doctors that remain are unable to 
combat the evil from want of all means and medicines. 


AN EYE-WITNESS'S. NARRATIVE. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | STOCKHOLM 


The Jewish organisations of Stockholm held a public meeting recently with 
the object of collecting funds for the relief of our brethr@n in Palestine. The 
meeting was under the presidency of M, Elliott, head of the Jewish community 
here, and the chief speakers were Dr. M. Ehrenpreis, the Chief Rabbi of Sweden, 
and M. F. Trotzki, the Russian journalist. The Chief Rabbi said that the com- 
munications that had come from Palestine in the last month were somewhat con- 
tradictory, yet one was able to picture fairly accurately what was happening 
there. Dr. Ebrenpreis then gave a summary of telegrams which he bad received 
on the subject vid Berlin and vid London, and which no doubt have already been 
printed in the JEWisH CHRONICLE However, continued the Chief Kabbi, even 
if all the later communications were true, the condition of the Jewish population 
was really terrible, almost catastrophic in their extent. Dr. Ehrenpreis, in con- 
clusion, exhorted all present to tender. all their help they could to their Palestine 
coreligionists so as to save them from utter collapse. 

M. F. Trotzky, who was visibly stirred, said that they had just beard of all 
the persecution that the Jews of Palestine had suffered, and he would like to shed 
the light of truth on some of these matters. After the war broke out the Jews 
there believed completely in the good faith of the German Consu!-General in Jatta, 
especially after his satisfactory declaration that the Jews should not come to harm 
whatever happened. At that time there was a special need of restraint in all 
Turkey's temporisation with Palestine. To their great consternation a Kaimakan, 
the man who had caused all the trouble before the war, came to Jaffa and all 
hopes of continued good treatment were dispelled. Beha Eddin cast the last 
vestige of reasonableness to the winds, with a dexterous pfan to destroy “ barrel, 
lock and stock,” all the Jewish work in Palestine. He declared himself the 
opponent of Zionism, and said that he found its practice dangerous. When 
welcomed by the Rabbis and the foremost Jews, he said that he, as Katmakan, 
had the intention of systematically uprooting Jewish Colonisation ia l’alestine. 
He was going to cast all the foreign Jews out of the country, and was not going 
to allow the Jews to pray in their synagogues for the re-birth df Zion, All sorts 
of difficulties were set up for the Jewish inhabitants. _The following measure 
was typical: “All Jews shall remain outside the towns, so that it shall 
be easier to drive them out of the country and seize their property.” 
When Turkey came into the war, the treatment of the Jews went from bad 
to worse, for, once a Holy War had been declared, the acts of the authorities 
became more and more brutal. They did all they could to humiliate the Jews. 
With the utmost severity they took all weapons from the Jewish colonists 
in Judea, and even the Fellaheen, and gave them to the Bedouins. And so 
M. Trotzky went on piling on detail after detail of what our people had to endure. 
Systematically, the Jewish intellectuals and the Jewish leaders were chased out 
of the country, although they had been known to be patriotic and truthful. In 
the Jewish quarter, Tel Aviv, there had been a Jewish Guard. Orders were 
given that it should bs disbanded and a Mohammedan one substituted. This 
also happened to the Jewish Guard in the Jewish quarter of Jerusalem, and the 
oldest soldier among them, Gadal, was sen enced to two years’ imprisonment. 
On the 17th of January came the order that all Jewish lawyers must cease to 
practise, men, be it noted, who had helped materially to uphold the law. All 
Jewish societies were subjected to a strong control, after which they were closed 
down. All Zionist emblems were hotly sought after; even the Moegen David, 
which was everywhere in evidence, had to be suppressed or given to the Police. 
Mr. A. M. Luncz, the seventy year old author, was subjected to a severe cross- 
examination, in the course of which his interlocutor, Chussni Bey, several times 
smacked his face. Referring to Djemal Pasha's treatment of the 
old people, M. Trotzky said that by his orders all foreign Jews who, 
at a given time, had not become naturalised Ottoman subjects, bad to 
leave the country. Christian subjects of foreign States over seventy years of age 
were permitted to stay. [But Jews and Jewesses of the same age were arrested 
andexpelled. Their transportation had produced a sad effect upon the rest of 
the population. The ignorant Bedouins and the hungry Arabs found that all 
the killing of the Christians and the Jews involved in the Holy War was useless, 
even although it were the command of God. The misery in Palestine, concluded 
M. Trotzky, was great. He asked all the Aid Societies to do their utmost so as to 
prevent a repetition of the Russian pogroms, and so that this b!oodshéd should be 
the last in the country before our return there. 

As a result of the meeting a sum of between 800 and 1,000 kroner was 
collected for the relief of the Palestine Jews. 


Kishinelf Apologises to Jewry! 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) PETROGRAD. 


The city which became notorious for the first “ modern” massacre of Jews 
under the old régime has tendered its apology to our brethren under the new flag 
of liberty. The President of the Executive of the province, M. Szinsky, in greeting 
a Jewish demonstration led by the well-known Zionist and communal-worker, 
Dr. “Kohan-Bernstein, asked the Jews to forget and forgive all past insults, 
sufferings, and hibels.- The Russian people, he declared, were not responsible for 
the cruelty of the old régime towards Jews, and it was now the duty of all 
citizens to march together under the new flig of brotherhood, equality, and 
freedum. Loud Jewish cheers greeted his appea'. 


The Finnish Diet and the Jews.

Jewish Problems in the Austrian Parliament. 


‘FROM OUR CORR! SPONDENT. | ZURICH. 

The Jewish Deputy, Herr. Straucher, utilised the Budget debate in the 
Austrian Reichstrath to urge upon the House the consideration of the just claims 
of the Galician Jews, to national political rights in the settlement of the Galician 
question in géneral, when similar demands presented by other nationalities are 
dealt with. The German anti-Semitic deputies attacked the Jewish war refugees 
from Galicia and Bukowina, accusing them of swindling and of being responsible 
for the rise of food prices. Thereupon the Jewish Deputy Raitzes moved for the 
appointment of a special commission to inquire into the treatment of the 
Jewish refugees by the authorities. Among the complaints registered by him 
was the concentration of the Jewish refugees in unhealthy camps on starvation 
rations. The Jewish deputies dwelt on the great share taken by the Jews in the 
war and their sufferings on account of it. They also emphatically demanded the 
abolition of the still-existing prohibition of correspondence in Yiddish in cases in 
which letters and manuscripts have to pass the military censors. They described 
the order as an insult to Jewry. 


The Jews in Rumania. 


EQUAL CIVIL RIGHTS. 

The Times Jassy correspondent, writing under date of Jane 25:h, states :— 

In the Chamber to-day, during the debate on agrarian and franchise reforms: 
M. Take Jonescu stated that ever since August, 1914, it had been decided, in 
avreement with the late M. Filipescu, to settlethe Jewish question and to plac® 
the Jews in Rumania on a footing of complete equality with their fellow-subjects’ 

In reply to the objections of a well-known anti-Semitic Deputy, M. Take 
Jonescu emphatically reiterated that both the Rumanian political parties and the 
King of Rumania himself were pledged ; 
Rumania 


that they had given the word o! 
and that. nobody would be able to prevent this reform. In the name 
of his.own party he solemnly declared that it would be carried through. 

M. Jonescu even added that he did not consider equality before the law to be 


enough, but that efforts ought to be made to promote fraternity between Jew5 
and Christians. 


The Chamber cheered these utterances, a fact which shows that time has 
done its work. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S PLEDGE. 

The Jewisii Morning Journal (New York) prints the following important 
cable which it has received from the Prime Minister of Rumania :—- 

Our determination to give to Jews equal civil and politica! rights is unanimous 
and definitive. The King has pledged bis Royal word, and the Government, 
which represents the two political parties of this country, has made the same 
declaration in Parliament. ~Technicalities of Rumanian Constitution oblige us to 
postpone the vote of this reform til afier new elections which take place only 
after the liberation of our territory. The American nation understancs that we 
cannot violate the Constitution: but the idea that the new Parliament, legally 
éndowed with the right to amend the Constitution in this respect, will not do it 
must not be entertained.—BRATIANO. 


Anti-Semitism Officially Condemned. 


A Reuter telegram from Petrograd states :—The Congress of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen's Delegates to-day voted a resolution regarding the struggle against 
anti-Semitism. The resolution condemns the anti-Jewish agitation, in which it 
sees a danger to the revolutionary movement, and demands of all democracy 
energetic opposition to all attempts at anti-Semite agitation, and the suppression 
of al! propaganda of this nature. 


£50,000 for Singapore Jew. 


Mr. Nissim, of Singapore, has won the first prize of 450,000 in the Indian 
War Loan lottery. 


M. Kerensky, the Russian Minister for War, has promoted Pte. Averbuch, 
who had previously been decorated with the St. George medal of the 4th degree, 
aud with the Cross of St. George of the 4th and 3rd degrees. 

\ public meeting of the Jewish community of Kimberley and the Diamond 
Fields generally was held recently. On the motion of the Rev. Harris Isaacs a 
vote of condolence was passed with the family of the late Mr. Leopold de Roth- 
schild. At the instance of the President, Mr. A. Greenberg, a fund was opened 
for the relief of the Jews in Palestine. The sum of £375 was collected on the 
spot. 

. M. Bloch-Laroque has been appointed Advocate-General at the Paris Court 
of Appeal. His late father was President of one of the divisions of this Court.

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JEWS AND ENGLISH CITIZENSHIP. 


THEIR PLACE IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


* The Unwritten Pa.t.” 
Under the heading of “ The Reconstruction of England, 
of Tuesday last published the following leading article. 
our contemporary says in Our notes on another page .-— 
We protested the other day against the Committee which had been appointed 
for national reconstruction after the war. It was a Committee composed largely 
of social and intellectual oddities and nondescripts, and it had for its Chairman 
a political-financial Jew, Mr. E. S. Montagu. We now gather that Mr. Montagu 
is to be made Liinister of a Department of Reconstruction, which we may suppose 


the Morning Post 
We comment upon what 


will be given one of the few remaining hotels mm the Metropolis, and 
will gather to itself a new horde of officials. Before the thing goes 
too far we would like to protest against the project. Mr. Montagu 
sprang into prominence as a politician fram a famly of fcreign bankers 
in the City of London. From 1910 to 1°14 he was Parliamentary Under-Secre- 
tary of State for India, and his tenure of office coincided with the transfer of the 


very lucrative silver contract from the Bank of England to the fina 


ncial house—a 
lamily concern—from which Mr, Montagu 


is sprung. We do not suggest that 
there was anything dishonest in the transaction; but we do say, as we 
said at the time, that the scruples of a delicate sense of honour 
should have spggested to Mr. Montagu the propriety of resignation. 
Further than this, we suspect that Mr. Montagu had a good deal to 
do with that policy of which Sir William Meyer was the ool, which 
consisted in starving the Indian Army at a time when the Germans were pushing 


on to Baghdad. The responsibility of the Cabinet and of the Secretary of State 
for that policy—which amounted almost to treachery to the British cause—has 
been fixed by the Mesopotamia Commission upon the Cabinet and the Secretary 
of State, and Mr. Montagu, we suppose. has a right to his share in the 
responsibility. 

Therefore, merely upon his record, Mr. Montagu is not the sort of person we 
should desire to see in charge of the work of national reconstruction. But there 
is-another factor to be considered, the factor of the Jewish questior. Now the 
British nation prides itself upon treating the Jewish community with fairness and, 
we might add, generosity. Ontheir side the Jews are often excellent citizens and 
good patriots. We have no desire to disturb upon our side the unwrittes 
pact of good relations and mutual service between the Lritish nation and the 
Jewish community. Nevertheless, there is this to be considered, that the Jews 
have a double allegiance, and this double allegiance might lead to confusion and 
even conflict. There isthe allegiance of British subjecthood, and there is the 


allegiance to the international nation cf the Jewish race if the interests cf 
British policy wére to conflict with the interests of .this international 
people, can we be quite certain which the Jew would prefer to serve’? The 
danger of Raving Jews too strong in the Government is that they might 


deflect British policy f{:om its true bent of a national interest to some international 
purpose connected with interests of Jewry. And so as tc this question of 
reconstruction. The principles which in our view should govern reconstruction 
are two: first, that it should be based upon nationality, and second, that it 
should be based upon production. Is the house of Lord Swaythiing, a house of 
foreign : bankers, whose business and family connections ramify throughout 
Europe—is such a house likely to produce an ardent British nationalist ? On the 
contrary, the instinct of Mr. Montagu would probably lead him to try to con- 
struct England upon international lines and to obliterate those national charac- 
teristics upon which, after all, the greatness of our country is chiefly based. 
Bat, further, is Mr. Montagu likely to understand that the strength of a nation 
lies in production’? We know some Jews who are great manulacturers, and 
render the country the most valuable service in that sphere. Bat what has the 
house of Montagu to do with manufacture’? We are certain, at all events, that 
the house of Montagu does not found its fortunes upon Eritish indusiry. Oa 
the contrary, its view of national prosperity is probably summed up in that soréid 
ideal, freely expressed by the Free Trader, that London should b> “the clearing 
house of the world.” But the British people are not content to be a clearing 
| house for the goods of other nations. They desire that in any scheme of recén- 
struction British indusirieS’ should come frst, as. the only scund basis on which to 
rest the superstructure. 

We talk frankly on this subject, because the last thing that we desire is 
that this country should drift into any barren, bitter, and crue) campaign of what 
is called anti-Semitism. If things come to that pass—and there are cminous 
signs—it will be partly the fault of the British nation ard partly the fault of the 
Jewish community. No nation is wise which allows its business and publ.c affairs 
to fall much into the hands of an international community. And the Jews them- 
selves are not wise if they allow themselves to become arrogant with success and 
force themselves or insinuate themselves into a position of public power to which 


their numbers and their place in the community do not entitle them. Where 
there is hostility to the Jews we may be quite certain the Jews 
themselves are partly to blame. They have sought to grasp too much. 


They have presumed upon the weakness and good nature of others, and have 
shut their eyes to that rising tide of silent antagonism which should be an 
effective warning that they are going toofar. We know some excellent Jews in 
this country who admit that their interests have not been well served by some of 
their community. The appointment of Sir Rufus Isaacs (now Lord Reading) to 
be Chief Justice of England was one of the severest blows Jewry ever received ia 


this country. He had just been censured by Parliament after a series 
of the most disagreeable revelations, and he was made Chief Justice 
because he had become no longer possible in politics. Therefore 
he did the very worst possible service to his own people by 


taking a place for which, as he must have known, the British people considered 
him unworthy. That a Jew should on occasion be Chief Justice of England is in 
itself an example of national! latitude on which there might be two opinions. But 
that a Jew who had lowered the standard of political life should be raised by 
political influence to a position of supremacy over our common law was a blow to 
the sensibilities of Englishmen for which there could be no redeeming plea of 
tolerance. And so we suggest to Mr. Montagu that he would be best serving 
the interests of his people and consulting the national! sensibilities by giving up 
this unhappy appointment.

An “In Memoriam” of the late Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, from the pen of 
Lady Battersea, has been published in pamphlet form for private circulation. 


- Lady Battersea mentions that she “koows by lifelong experience how he (Mr.. 


Leopold de Rothschild) spent his days in generous, considerate actions abd in 
words of kindly encouragement. The actions were of so unostentatious a 


character that they were often unsuspected, and indeed, unknown, except to those 
who benefited by them.” 


There is a great art in giving [continues Lady Battersea}, and that ari was natural 
to him; he loved to see those around him happy, and often contributed to maintain that 
happiness, not merely by giving, but by bringing the sunshine of his personality along with 
his gift. The key-note of his being was sympathy. Yet ia his extreme modesty he would - 
always belittle what he had done. whilst om the other hand he would revert again and 
again to some trivial act of kindness or charity that had come to his knowledge, and had 
stirred his heart. A sympathetic listemer, who might have heard the tale before, 
could not please him better than by adding his own words of praise to those of the 
narrator. Many are generous, many are kind, but few have been so universally 
generous or so considerably kind as he was. To him amenity of speech and manner 
was a very real.asset. Alas! how often it is laid on ome side even by the best- 
intentioned people. There is a generosity of the heart as well as of the purse, and if 
something of the giver’s own personality is tendered with the gift. the value of the 
latter is enhanced two-fold. Well did Lowell say ‘— 

“ Not what we give, but what we share, 
For the gift without the giver is bare.” 


Lady Battersea closes her eloquent tribute by pleading that she writes it “as one 
who claims to have known him (Mr. de Rothschild) from childhood, who was 


associated with him not only in hours of sunny happiness, but also in those of 
sorrow and darkness.”

To the Editor of the Jewisu CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—jJuly 5Sth.—Turning out some papers the other day, I came 
across a letter on “ Zionism at the Universities,” sent to the Jewisu 
CHRONICLE on April 9th, 1909.- It was signed, among others, by the late 
Arthur Cohen, Leopold de Rothschild and Robert Sebag-Montefiore. 
Among the survivors of its signatories are Mr. Robert Waley Coben, Mr. 
Israel Davis, Rev. 1. Harris, Mr. H. S. QO. Henriques, Sir Philip Magnus, 
Mr. C. G. Montefiore, Rev. J. Polack, Sir Harry Samuel, Dr. Charles 
Singer, and Sir Edward Stern. The point of the letter was a protest against 
the doctrine that Jewish undergraduates who were Zionists 


“cannot be as entirely English in thought as the man who is born 
of English parents afd descended from ancestors who have mingled 
their blood with other Englishmen for generations.” 


For they saw in this stupid doctrine the old unhistoric confusion 
between religion, race, and nationality ; and the writers of the letter were 
united in pointing out, that 


“when an alien has become naturalised he is an Englishman i9 

his rights and obligations, and we hold that it is bis duty to see to t 

that his children shall grow up, as Jews, entirely English in thought."’ 

Inthe light of the present Lord Rothschild’s statement of his opinions 

(though opinions should issue in acts as well as speeches), it is instructive 

to observe his late distinguished uncle's name appended only eight years 
ago to the remarks :— 


“ We regard it as dangerous that the rising generation of educated 

Jews should be encouraged in opinions which (a) must tend to alienate 

them from other Englishmen, (6) demolish the structure of the argu- 

ments, advanced, for instance, by Lord Macaulay, on which the Act for 
‘the Removal of Jewish Disabilities was supported.” 


“We do not believe it is logical for persons to claim ‘rights and 
duties as English citizens,’ when they assert in the same breath that 
they cannot ‘completely identify themselves with the English nation,’ 
and cannot be ‘ entirely English in thought.’ ” 

I think that every English soldier, no matter whether Christian or Jew, 
who comes home from his fight against the Boche for the civilisation of the 
world, will see that the late Mr. de Rothschild and his supporters have their 
way. 

July 8th.—A writer to the Jewish CHRONICLE this week —— 
the curious proposition that “with his (the present Lord Rothschild’ s) 
biological attainments it is natural that he should feel the tie of race,’’ and 


should dispute Mr. Montefiore’s theology. It is rather a fascinating 


speculation and suggests an eminent Semite’s retort to an even more 
eminent biologist than Lord Rothschild, that he was “on the side of the 
angels against the apes."”" Personally I confess | cannot find any binding 
relationship between Zionism and zebras, and I am fairly confident that 
the Anglo.Jewish community will succeed in filling certain vacant offices 
without scouring the jungle or combing out tL’> museums. 

July 9th.—Someone has sent me, quite undeserving, a leaflet dated 
July 5th of “ The Foreign Jews’ Protection Committee against Deportation 
and Compulsion.” Money is urgently needed, they say, though it is not 
quite clear what for, and their bankers are the Jewish Colonial Trust. 
They seem, on their own showing, to be a highly successful 
committee, although they urgently need money (by cheque 
crossed to the Jewish Colonial Trust), for “we would put for- 
ward that we have never failed in our objects and that everything 
that could be accomplished by effort and energy has been done.” How 
splendid! I should like’ to see, first, a balance-sheet of receipts and 
expenditure by the Foreign Jews’ Protection Committee, and, next, a report 
of their activities during the year of their work without a failure. it might 
be an object-lesson for English Jews. Thirdly, I should like to know pre. 
cisely what is meant by the invitation they address to me: “ We therefore 
urge your society to send two delegates"’ to. a meeting to be held on July 
15th. I have not got a society affiliated to the Foreign Jews’ Protection 
Committee. Whohas? And what is the composition of such society or 
societies in connection with the one paramount duty incumbent on all 
Englishmen to-day? Further, why should “ many doubtless find it more 
desirable that the business” of registration should be carried out by the 
Foreign Jews’ Protection Committee rather than by the authorities of the 
country in which such foreigners have sought protection? And why am I 
asked to “ insist on the neutrality of Poland"? Is the Foreign Jews’ Pro- 
tection Committee to take the place of the British Foreign Office, of the 
Jewish Colonial Trust to act for the Bank of England? But, though I have 
a sanguine temperament, I bardly think these questions will be answered. 
Meanwhile, I am not supplying the urgent need of the Committee Which 
never failz. 

Fuly 10th.—The leading article in to-day's Morning Post is a bad 
blunder on their part. Englishmen do not like attacks by innuendo and 
implication. Mr. Montagu may or may not be the right man for Minister 
of Reconstruction, but he is not proved to be the wrong man because 
Lord Reading and Mr. Lloyd George speculated in Marconi Shares, 
or because his name does not occur in the Mesopotamia Report; least of 
all, because he is a Jew by birth. At the same time, the Morning Post's 
attitude illustrates the danger of all this chatter about:a dual nationalism 
which Mr. Leopold de Rothschild distrusted so heartily and so wisely. If 
our biologist-peer had not lent the stpport of his name to the 


theory that English Jews own “a double allegia of . = nationalists, the. 


Post might not have been misled into talking a “the international 


nation of the Jewish race”; a phrase which is as ccmtenilbe as it is untrue.

A Sermon of the Week.

HANNAH'S PRAYER. 

‘And she was in bitterness of soul, and prayed unto tie Lord and: 

The text brings before us an edifying picture of an Israelitish woman. 
She is in trouble. She takes her trouble to the Sanctuary, and lays it 
before God's altar in humble prayer and supplication ; and she registers a 
vow that if God will give her her soul's desire she will devote it to His 
service. We are apt to associate the Tabernacle of ancient Israel 
exclusively with the offering of animal sacrifices. Seldom do we think of it 
as a houseof prayer. The story of Hannah reminds us of the imporant part 
which prayer played in the lives of our early forefathers, and of how they 
were in the habit of repairing to the Tabernacle or the Temple to pray. To 
(,od's house at Shiloh comes Hannah, the “ woman of a sorrowful spirit,"’ to 
ask for a man-child, to pray that she may be relieved of the scorning and 
reproaches which her rival, Peninab, has heaped upon her. She comes, 
not at the appointed time when others are accustomed to assemble and 
participate in the prescribed forms of public worship, but while they are 
sitting at the sacrificial meal. Withdrawing quietly from the family 
gathering, she makes her way to the deserted temple to hold solitary 
communion with God in the privacy of her grief. That worship was not 
more but less formal in those days than it is to-day; that alongside of a 
strictly-regulated system of sacrifice there was a _ spontaneity and 
spirituality in the prayers of the faithful which we often miss in these 
days, is a fact that the story of. Hannah makes evident. s to the 
good we are to derive from worship, we are as doubtful as the heathen 
prophet who said, “perhaps the Lord will come to meet me.” - If we were 
in a different frame of mind, we should have the certain conviction that 
God would come to meet us, for we should be bringing that with us which 
would ensure the divine response. 

SINCERITY IN PRAYER. 

What that frame of mind should be is shown in the prayer which 
Hannah offered up. It was voiceless; “she spokein her heart"; only her 
lips moved. Itis only out of the heart that we can truly pray to God. The 
mere ‘multiplication of words signifies nothing. The Kabbins call the 
prayer-spirit 73))5, and they tell us that “ prayer without devotion is like a 
body without the soul"’\') that demands the heart that “the 
essence of prayer is heart-devotion.’’(") Again, that “a little prayer 
with devotion is better than a great deal of prayer without” (°); 
and, finally, that “prayer minus devotion is no prayer at all,” (’) 
Maimonides, who sets forth this principle in bis “Laws of Prayer,"’ 
makes allusion to the saints of early times who composed 
their thoughts for one hour before prayer and one hour 
after prayer, while to prayer itself they gave an hour. Does 
it not follow from all this that they who insist upon lengthy services 
from which nothing may be omitted that has once found its ‘way into 
the Liturgy are not acting in the spirit of our Rabbinical teachers? 
But does it not also follow that they who think to achieve their object by a 
mere curtailment or rearrangement of the services may be equally mis- 
taken? Those who desire change in our public worship and those who 
resist it may both be wrong, if their entire thought is fixed upon the form 
of worship. The Sages taught rightly that “whether much or little matters 
not, so long as the heart is directed to heaven.” (*). That essential con 
dition of sincerity is the point we are apt to overlook in the heat of 
religious controversy. 

EFFICACY OF PRAYER. 
“ Go in peace,” said the priest to Hannab,” and she issued forth from the 


wept sore.’'— 


Sanctuary comforted-and strengthened, trusting that her prayer would be — 


answered. And thus it came to pass. After a time God gave her her 
heart's desire. She bore a man-child, whom she called Samuel! because 
God had heard her petition. Belief in the efficacy of prayer is the great 
underlying thought of all the Biblical writings. Why should that belief be 
less strong to-day than it was in olden fimes? Because philosophers and 
scientists have raised certain objections? All such objections can be met 
and answered. It is said, for instance, that since God is unchangeable; and 
has decided everything beforehand, there ..can. be .no need to pray at all. 
But'this is an objection which does not press with particular force upon 
prayer, it would apply to every kind of human activity. We feel the neces- 
sity of exercising human eftort in every other direction ; why should prayer 
be the one province in which it does not operate ? Then it is urged that the 
laws of nature are uniform and cannot be interfered with. But finite man 
has it in his power togcontrol the working of physical laws iu order to 
accomplish the most diversified purposes. Surely God, the infinite, can do 
the same in His unlimited sphere. If the fact that men can use the lawsof 
nature to their own ends and advantages is compatible with the 
uniformity of these laws, the control of God over them for the accomplish. 
ment of His purposes cannot be inconsistent with their stability as laws. 
There is the same room for the action of Providence, without the relaxation 
of the discipline of law, as there is in human life. If man can alter the 
incidence of physical laws by appeals to the hearts and minds of others, so 
also can God. He can inspire thought, if we can inspire thought; He can 
guide our wills, if we can help to guide each other's wills; He can inspire 
the mind of the physician, or the precaution of the soldier, or the con- 
science of the statesman, if we can do so, Without any interference with 
the precise succession of physical events, He can control the fates of 
individuals and the fortunes of nations. If it is impossible for God to 
answer prayer, it should be equally impossible for man to answer prayer, 
since man, too, is subject to Law; yet it is not. impossible for man. Ifa 
son were in difficulty, he would go to his parent to consult him as to how 
he could extricate himself. No one would see anything strange iu that. 
Why, then, should a man forbear to ask God's help in similar circum. 
stances? If there were no Father in Heaven to answer our prayers, to 
help us in our difficulties, we were indeed orphaned; we could not regard 
ourselves as God's children.

MR. BALFOUR AND THE MOVEMENT. 


INTERVIEW WITH MR. CLARENCE I. DE SOLA. 


THE FOREIGN SECRETARY'S SYMPATHY. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.] - MONTREAL. 

As your readers are aware, Mr. Balfour, head of the British Mission to 
the United States, spent the closing days of May in Canada, and while he was in 
Ottawa, the Canadian capital, he had a 
most momentous conference with Mr. 
Clarence I. de Sola Vresident of the 
Federation of Zionist Societies of 
Canada. 

Mr. de Sola was summoned from 
Montreal to Ottawa specially for this 
purpose. The meeting was at Govern- 
ment House, the residence of the 
Governor-General. Owing to the con- 
ference having been a private one, and 
of a confidential character, Mr. de Sola 
bas declined to disclose the details of 
what took place, beyond stating that he 
was very highly gratified with the 
resuits. It is, however, known that the 
interview was quite a protracted one, and 
that it had reference to Zionist pro- 
blems, the nationalist aspirations of the 
Jews, and the future position of the 
Jewish people in Palestine. It is also 
known that Mr. Balfour expressed him- 
self as baving a very. deep sympathy 


with the Zionist movement. It is. believed that the result of this very 
important conference will be very far-reaching, and will aid greatly in 
carrying the Zionists successfully and triumphantly to their goal. In fact, I 


know of few things which have happened recently more significant of the trend of 
events in favour of Zionism than this meeting between the British Foreign 
Secretary and the head of the Zionist Movement in Canada. I feel sure that 
when the annals of the struggle of the Zionists for the restoration cf the Hoiy 
Land, and thecreation there of a Central Home for the Hebrew people, are finally 
writtea, it will be found that this conferenc: played a most helpful and important 
part. 


Those who are acquainted with the character of Mr. Clarence de Sola and 
who know the powerful sway which he exercises in Hebrew nationalist circles on 
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this continent are not in the least surprised at his baving been honoured wiih 


this interview. Ever since its foundation, nearly twenty years ago, Mr. de Sola 
has been head of the Zionist Movement in Canada. English Jews will remembe, 
him at the famous Fourth Congress in London in 1900. His work in getting 
the Canadian Federation to found two wholly Canadian colonies in Palestine ani 
his many other practical achievements have gained him recognition as one of the 
most forceful and successful leaders in the Zionist Movement. Moreover, he ha 
won the devoted support of a veritable host of followers by his strict observance 
of historic Judaism and loyalty to Jewish traditions, as well as by his courageous 
championship of the ideals of Zionism. He has never had patience wit!, 
opportunism or with the kind of Jews who apologise for everything they do wh 
has a Jewish colour to it; and bis opposition to Jewish assimilators has alway: 
been uncompromising and outspoken. Mr. de Sola is a British subject, born in 
Canada, and is known asa loyal British Imperialist who has always been identified 
with everything which would promote British interests, Consequently Mr 
Balfour could speak with mach more freedom with him than with anyone who | 
the subject of a foreign country. 

The fact that the interview had reference to Zionist aspirations and that M: 
de Sola admits that he is highly gratified with the result is in itself sufficien: 
assurance for us that this interchange of views will be productive of ver 
important results, results which will have considerable influence in advancing the 
cause of Zionism. 


DR. HERZL’S JAHRZEIT. 
MEMORIAL SERVICES. 

The thirteenth anniversary of the death of Dr. Herzl was celebrated la 
Monday. evening by a service held at the Philpot Street Synagogue, under the 
auspices of the English Zionist Federation. The synagogue was crowded to :: 
utmost capacity. The Rev. M. Signaiewsky, of the East Lendon Synagogue, 
officiated, and was assisted by a choir, which was conducted by the Rev. M. Posner, 

Rabbi Dr. Sawmvuget Daicues delivered a sermon, in the course of which, 
after dealing with the life of Phineas as recorded in the Book of Numbers, he 
said: It was this Phineas-spirit that animated Theodor Herzl... Many were th: 
sons of Israel who escaped into the Moabite camp. Many were the leaders whe 
preached assimilation either openly or under the cloak of quasi-religion. We ar: 
no nation, they said. Our tents are pitched in every land, and we belong entirely 
to the nations in. whose midst we live. The future! We have no future 
Regeneration Wedo not wantit. Balak and and sometimes LDalaam. 
did their work. Then Phineas arose. So it was towards the end of 
the nineteenth century Theodor Herzl came on the scene. “You are false 
prophets,” he said to the self-styled leaders. “Israel is a nation. Israel ha 
a future. The time must come when Israel's star will shine again. We 
must again have a Jewish State. The wandering through the desert mus: 
end. The promised land must be reached again He called Israel together with 
a trumpet-call. They came—the loyal, thefaithiul, thetrue came. They came in 
ever-increasing numbers. Theodor Herz! did great and mighty work. The work 
of the Zionists was over. Herzl caused the Jewish people to move conscious!) 


towards the great aim—towards the Holy Land. Herz! died at the early age ot 
forty-four. But men like Herzl live for ever. They live in every - 
Jewish heart. They live in every human heart. What such men strive 
for is peace, truthful peace. The covenant which God gave to Phin:a 


was peace, and God's covenant is sealed with God's seal which is truth. It 
thirteen years since Herz! was laid to his last rest. We have come again io 
commeniorate the day on which he was taken from us. Many changes have 
come over Israel and the world. A dark cloud has settled over humanity 
The night is long and dreary. Butin the midst of all the darkness, of all th: 
heavy clouds, we can distinguish the first rays of a new light. A new earth wil! 
arise. A*better world willcome. God's old covenaat shall be fulfilled: 
rainbow is visible in the clouds. It is the light of Israel that will show that the 
tlouds will disappear. The long dark night is disappearing, has disappeared in 
Russia, and the ligkt of the sun of freedom is shining tpon many millions of our 
brethren. The nations begin to think of a better future for mankind, anda 
thought is given to a regenerated Israel. Great will yet be the destruction, man, 
will yet cover the night of oblivion. But the light of God is rising. The 
horizon in the East is brightening. The time is coming for a regenerated mankind 
and aregenerated Israel. The dayof saivation andcomfort is coming. Then, the 
veil is falling, the mist is disappearing. The summit is visible, the summit of 
Zion from which a new beacon shines forth. The desert has turned into fraitfu! 
land, and Israel dwells in his own tent. The sons of Israe! will become the sons 
of Zion. Truth and peace shall be the covenantof man. And when the royal! 
singing will be heard in Israel s temple, we will also hear the echo of the name 
of Theodor Herz}. 

After the Hazskarah had been recited, 

M. NanumM SOKOLOW ascended the pulpit and delivered an address. He 
said that he proposed to talk of Herzis defects rather than of his qualities, and 
from the defects his greatness could be gauged. His personality was great enough 
to stand the test of his weaknesses, and thirteen years was a sufficient distance 
to be able to state the defective side of their great leader. Herz! was originally 
an assimilationist which was obviously not a great virtue from the Zionists’ point 
of view. He was a dreamer, rather fantastic, and this, too, was generally looked 
upon with disapproval. Then again there was something theatrical ahout his 
methods. He was of a decorative disposition, and decorativeness did not appeal! 
to such an ancient and serious people as the Jews who cared more for 
intrinsic values than for outward’ form. Another defect of Herzl's was his 
scanty knowledge of Jewish matters; he was quite ignorant of matters 
designated as Jewish science. But io Herzi's case all these limitations 
were converted into immense qualities. His assimilation stood him to good 
purpose in that he absorbed the finer sentiments of the other nations. His was 
not the assimilation of the sycophants and those semi-Jews who tried to imitate 
non-Jews. He applied his assimilative spirit to the Jewish people. He infused the 
national dignity and pride, which he had absorbed from his non-Jewish surround- 
ings, into the Jewish psople. His previous aloofness from Jewish life was a great 
advantage because he was not infected with that ungracious sarcasm, that cheap 
irony, which characterised some of those who stood nearer to Jewish life. He came 
forward as a free man with an open and unbiassed mind. Of immense value, too, 
was his dreaminess, the very fact that he was so fantastic helped him to go 
ahead.” But for his unbounded faith in his winged ideas in that which to others 
appeared faniastic, his great wish could never have been achieved. He was 
inclined towards display and decorativeness. ‘True. But the result of that was 
the Congress—the greatest of the Zionist institutions, He was ignorant of Jewish 
science. And a veritable virtue it was. They had enough Jews of that type, 
and at best he might have added one or two new suggestions in that field. 
But had he been hampered with such knowledge he could no longer 
have approached the Jewish question with the directness he did. 
He would not have commanded the authority of the whole of Jewry 
because he would have leant towards one form of Judaism or another, he 
might have been an orthodox or a reformer, a Hebrewist or a Yiddishist. 
It was, therefore, clear that such of the limitations which might be 
regarded as disadvantageous in smaller men, were of tremendous advantages in 
Herzi's case, because he was a truly great man. It was a foolish question to ask 
what Herzl would have dope at the present historic moment. One might as wel! 
ask what Mazzini or Garibaldi would have done, or what Bar Kochba would have 
done had he lived several centuries later: Herzl had accomplished. his work. 
He did all there was for him todo. He belonged to history. History was like a 
river; the streams having passed had achieved their object. Life was like a 
flowing stream, They were now the streaming water, Upon them rested the duty 
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to continue to build upon the foundation which Herzl had laid. Zionists possessed 
Herz!. His name moved the people; for there was none so beloved, so respected 
as Herzl. M. Sokolow recalled the contempt of the great leader for the “ protest 
Rabbiner,” the German Rabbis who protested through issuing manifestations 
against Zionism. Now the Jewish clergy had advanced, and Jewish communal 
leaders had started the same game. Possibly the next phase would be that 
synagogue beadles would protest. But the manifesto of the so-called communal 
leaders could be treated with the same scorn that Herzl poured on the German 
Rabbis. Herz!, whose memory they were celebrating, had become the embodi- 
ment of their great ideal.

ZIONISM IN NEW RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] PETROGRAD. 

The All Russian Zionist Conference proved a great success. It not only 
served as a reunion of old Zionist workers and leaders of the type of D. 5 
Tchlenow and Kohan-Bernstein, MM. Rosov, Temkin, Ussischkin, Bruk, 
Ziotopolsky, Podlishevsky, Greenbaum, and Aleinikoff (the Poet Bialick was 
prevented from attending by illness), but it also recorded the remarkable out- 
bursts of sympathy towards the movement in Jewish and non-Jewish quarters. 
In spite of the agitation of the Bund against the Zionists, many Jewish officers, 
military doctors, and soldiers, sent greetings to the Conference. The°*Committee 
of two regiments, on behalf of Jews and Christians alike, welcomed the move- 
ment. Che message of the Zionist leaders in England was greatly cheered as a 
recognition of their zealous and successful work. The wire circulated by the 
Kussian Press, quoting from the JEWISH CHRONICLE the announcement ol 
M.N. Sokolow’'s diplomatic successes, incréased the confidence of the public in 
the activity of the Zionists. ‘i 

From Odessa came the news that a Zionist procession was greeted by the Chief 
of the Statt, General Marko, and by Cossacks, soldiers, and sailors. At Berdicheft 
fifteen thousand Jews marched through the principal streets carrying Zionist 
banners. The Municipality, the Administration Executive of the town, and the 
Chiefs of the Ukraine National Organisations greeted the Zionist demonstrators. 

According to advices from distant Turkestan and Bokhara the Zionist move- 
ment has made remarkable progress there. The entire Sephardic element has 
adhered tothe movement. The Ashkenazim and Sephardim, as is not often the 
case in Asiatic Russia, peacefully worked together at the great Asiatic Zionist 
Conference which was held at-Samarcand. A meeting’ of five thousand Jews also 
held there adopted a resolution in favour of the discussion of the Malestinian 
question at the Russian Jewish Congress. 


GLASGOW JEWISH REPRESENTATIVE COUNCIL. 

At the last general meeting of the Council the following resolutions were 
adopted :— 

(1) That this meeting having received a report on, and duly considered the present 
situation as affecting the Jewish people, express approval of the steps taken by the 
Zionist organisation to realise Jewish national aspirations with regard to Palestine, and 
pledge themselves to solicit the sympathy and support of the institutions represented 
in the Council ia furtherance of the Jewish interests 

(2) That this Council is ot opinion that a conference of Jews in the United King- 
dom should be forthwith convened whose functions shall be (a) To urge upon the 
British Government the Jewish historic and inalienable claim to Palestine; (4) To deal 
with the general Jewish problems which will arise after the war; and (c) To organise 
the Jewish community in the United Kingdom upon a thorough representative basis. 

(3) That this Council] declares its sympathy with the principles enunciated in the 
Basle programme and agrees to further the Zionist programme. 


The Hon, Secretary, Mr. Louis Wainstein, M.A., was instructed to com- 
municate with all the institutions represented in the Council urging them 
specifically to adopt the three resolutions, and suggesting that a deputation of the 


Council would wait on each society at one of its meetings fully to explain the 
present position of matters.

Sirk,—If human nature did not possess the ability to criticise, a thing of 
beauty would remain a joy for ever. My intention, though, is not to criticise, or 
in any way to minimise the beauty of the better of Rabbi Dr. M. Yung on the 
above subject printed in the Jewistt CHRONICLE, but simply to point out to the 
learned Rabbi that, in his eagerness to heal the wounds of the religious and 
national life of our homeless people, he made the hurtful remark that “the Zionist 
States that Judaism is a nationality which, as such, has nothing whatever to do 
with religion.” As a matter of fact, it is really the deep-seated religious instinct 
in the heart of the Jew that prompts him to become a Zionist. It is the deep- 


seated religion in the heart of every Jew that has nursed the Jewish national soul 
throughout all those Golus-years. 


Nationality and religion with the Jew are insep rable, and the Zionist, whether 
openly or not, admits this, for it is the religion of the Jews that has kept his 
nationality alive and vice versa. That Palestine is the goal of the Zionists shows 
that “the religious Jewish ideals are their historical realities,” and orthodoxy 
need not wait to be invited to take in hand the realisation of the religious part 
Rabbi Akiba, one of the pillars of the Jewish religion, worked side by side 
with Bar Kochba, the political warrior for the redemption of the Jewish 
people. He did not wait to be invited, nor was he beld back by any fear of not 
being successful. Rabbi Akiba evidently thought that not failure but low aim is 
a crime, and this is the cardinal principle of Zionism from its very inception. It 
was the late Dr. Schechter who said that one of the greatest tragedies of modern 
Judaism is that it knows itself so little. 

Now that the Conjoint Committee and its galaxy of weak-kneed hangers-on 
have—like Tsarism in Russia—been blown out of existence, it is very encouraging 
to see a man of the calibre of Rabbi Dr. Yung coming forward to preach 
harmony in the Zionist camp, so that all sections in its midst should try their 
utmost to promote peacefully the true interests of true Judaism. Fear of this, 
and fear of that, narrows the mind and retards progress, 

The watchword of every earnest Jew must now be the Basle prograrime—

all and everything Jewish will be safe, for the ustrammelled Jewish conscien

Srtr,—One does not feel disposed to disturb the childish innocence of Mr 
Prag. The whole of Jewry is outraged at the publication of the “statement” by 
the Conjoint, but he still fails to see what is wrong with the document, and is 
surprised that none of its traducers ventured to criticise i! 

he quality of innocence is so refreshingly rare that it would indeed be an 
act of cruelty to outrage it. One can only say that there are cases when criticism 
would be an insult to the intelligence of the critic. Imagine onecriticising a man 
who, instead of attending bis tather’s funeral, is busily engaged dancing in the 
ball-room! His very presence in such a place at such a time disarms all 

But Mr. Prag's letter calis for a few observations. In his overwhelmirg 
dread of a “Jewish nationality " he summons, like the tragic king of old, the 
great spirit of the dead. Herz!, he says, did not wish to impose upon the whole 
Jewish race a nationality ; he only wanted a Jewish nationality in Palestine. Mr 
Prag is wrong in his contention, but one has a right to infer that to the latter 
course he would have no objection, which is really a revelation The 
thirteenth anniversary of Herz!’s death will be celebrated next Monday, anc it 
bas taken all these years to find Mr. Prag amongst his adherents 

Mr. Prag is no longer a member of the Conjoint (though presumably still a 
member of a Disjoint Committee), but he apparently cannot drop so quickly the 
heavy weight of responsibility which Providence had imposed upon him as 4 
member of the fallen body. He still clings to the idea that he and his like are 
the appointed trustees of Russian Jewry—that but for their devoted watchfu'- 
ness in the past Russian Jewry could not have lived to see the chains removed 
from them. Russian Jewry had always been the stock and trade of the Conjoint 
Committee, and now that they have been deprived of the old “ stock “—in their 
opinion, no doubt, due to their eflorts—they are anxious to make capitabout of the 
changed conditions. Take care, you Jews in Russia, say they, the Philistines are 
upon you: the Zionists are threatening your freedom, they want to make 
of you a nationality, whereas you are, in fact Russians of the Jewish persuasion, 
as we are English of the Mosaic faith (though, perhaps in some Cases not over 
faithful). 

To which the Russian Jews pay as little attention as they did in former 
days when the “ Conjoint” wrote to the Morning Post “ regretting” that tiey 
had to mention Jewish interests when they should be thinking of something 
more important. 

Does Mr. Prag think the Jews in Russia so foolish as to believe for a moment 
that if the Jewish people become a recognised nationality they will lose their 
freedom or their equal right of citizenship? No, Sir; there may be such timid 
individuals who suffer from that “ illusionary fear,” but Jewry in Kussia has not 
reached that degenerate state. 

If, as a member of the late Conjoint (may it rest in peace |) Mr. Prag had 
been little better informed about the Jews in Russia, he would have known that 
even those Jews who are opposed to a Jewish national centre in Palestine are 
demanding the recognition of a Jewish nationality in Russia as well as in other 
countries. And the fun of the thing—though it may seem tragic to Mr. Prag—is 
that free Russia sees the logic of the Jewish demand as the demand of all other 
nationalities. 

Mr. Prag says that “we have aright to know where Mr. Sokolow and Dr. 
Weizmann were leading them.” So we have; and it would appear that Mr. Prag 
knows quite well where they are leading us, as otherwise he would not be 
so upset and would not have endeavoured so greaty to upset their plans. But 
if Mr. Prag is really anxious to know the truth, why did he not urge at the meet- 
ing of the Board on the 20th May the passing of Dr. Daiches’ resolution to call 
a special conference to which the Zionist leaders might have been invited and the 
whole question discussed, for, as he says himself, the future of the whole Jewish 
race is at stake. Does Mr. Prag seriously suggest that the Conjoint was the 
body that could decide the future of the Jewish people’? But who knows! 
Perhaps in his childish innocence he firmly believes that the eighteen gentlemen 
of the collapsed Conjoint were the trustees of the Jewish nation! There is no 
accounting for beliets !

GUERNSEY.—Mc. I, Bloomberg, of Guernsey, has again made a collection among 
his Christian friends for the fund. He has senta further contribution ot £25 to London. 

MANCHESTER.—The auction on behaliof the Polish and Palestinian Fund was held 
on Monday last at the rooms of Messrs. E. Bradshard and Son, whotogether with Messrs 
Provis, had placed their premises and their services at the disposal of the Commitee, free 
of any charge. Mr. S. Aschkenasy, the Vice-Chairman, opened the sale by a short 
address. He stated that his brother had recent'y arrived from Rumania and had witnessed 
the terrible conditions existing. On behalf ofthe community Mr. Aschkenasy expressed 
high appreciation of the generosity displayed by many non-Jewish firms who had been 
approached, the first of whom, Messrs. Lamb and Son, had given £50 to the Auction 
Fund. Mr, Aschkenasy disposed in a few minutes ofa well-dressed khaki dol!, which 
fetched #5; he himself being the buyer. Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., the Chairman, sold a 
bronze figure found in France. It was sold and resold some eight or nine times till it 
resulted in £40 being added to the Fund. 

NEWCASTLE.—At a meeting of the Council of the Russian and Polish Jews’ Relief 
Fund it was decided that in view of the prevailing conditions of distress in Palestine a 
special donation of £100 be granted for relief in that country. 


Aliens’ Military Service Bill. 
ROYAL ASSENT. 


In the House of Lords on Tuesday, Roya! Assent was given by Royal Com- 
mission to the Military Service (Conventions with Allied States) Act. 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. KinG asked the Under Secretary 
of State for War whether he is aware that owing to mistaken or misunderstood 
public utterances, certain aliens, being allied friends now in the British Army, are 
apprehensive that they may be deported to the countries from which they are 
political refugees, and whether he will give an assurance that such allied subjects 
who are of good behaviour will not be transferred out of the British Army to any 
other authority or command. 

Mr. MACPHERSON: Iam not aware of the matters referred to in the first 
part of the question. I may, however, state that it is not the practice to transfer 
friendly aliens at present serving in the British Army to the army of their own 
country, in cases where the men themselves do not wish to be transferred, 


The Internment of Polish Jews. 


In the course of the debate on the Home Office vote in the House of 
Commons on Monday, the Home Secretary (Sir George Cave) referred to Jews 
of Polish origin who had been interned, He said that, as to the cases of certain 
Polish Jews, these were regarded as a friendly race. Their cause had been 
advocated by the Jewish Committees in Glasgow. There were thousands of such 
cases in which people had been released on the voucher of a Committee of this 
kind. These Committees were quite reliable, and their word might be accepted. 
(Hear, hear.) These were quite of different cases from the Germans and Austrians, 
The treatment of friendly aliens was most carefully distinguished from that of those 
who were by no means friendly to us.

The Organisation of Synagogue Choirs. 
[COMMUNICATED.] 


A conference of representatives of London Synagogues was held on the 4th inst. ag 
the Central Synagogue Chambers, for the purpose of initiating a movement for ‘the 
organisation of synagogue choirs, the improvement of synagogue singing, and the estab. 
lishment of a system of mutual advice and assistance upon these matters between the 
Metropolitan Synagogues. 

- The meeting was convened by Mr. David Solomon, chairman of the Choir Committee 
of the Hampstead Synagogue, who presided. There were also present the Revs. H. 
Goodman, A. A. Green, I. Livingstone, A. Mishcon, and M. Rosenbaum, Dr. M. Clifford. 
Messrs. A. Alvarez, H. B. Cohen, D. M. Davis, Leopold Frank, I. Goldston, W. Good 
man, J. Kuby, Robert S. Mosely, Joseph Raphaei, D. Sharp, Ascher L. Sions, and J]. H. 
Weinstein. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the Hampstead Synagogue Choir Committee, having 
regard to the important part played by the choral portions of the Synagogue Service as 
an aid to devotion, the infrequency of really good singing and the many and serious 
difficulties attending the working of Synagogue Choirs, had thought that the time had 
come when co-ordination and mutual! assistance could be established to the great advan 
tage of the high interests concerned, and he called upon the Rev. A. A. Green, from 


whom the suggestion originally emanated in the Htampstead Committee, to explain what 
was contemplated. 


The Rev. A.A. Green said that the Hampstead Synagogue Choir Committee had 
moved in this matter in no selfish: interest, for they had a gifted choirmaster and an 
excellent choir. But the matter of the choral rendering of the service was of the highes; 
importance as a factor in drawing people to the service and inducing a feeling 0; 
reverence and prayerfulness, and it was notorious that, with exceptions, of course, the 
choral music of the synagogues was poor all round. 


He made no suggestion that much 
earnest work was not done. 


The conditions were unfavourable in many places, and th. 
result was inadequate. Such conspicuous success had attended the formation of the 
Union of Religion Classes that he believed a similar benefit could be conferred by a 
Union working on similar lines in regard to synagogue choirs. The broad outline o; 
what he had in mind could be sketched by a rough estimate of the possibilities :— 
The securing of the genéral and permanent use of the traditional melodies 
There were certain melodies which had become traditional and which shou!d never be 
interfered with. Congregants knew them and loved them. Even people who did not 
know the meaning of all the words. were transported by them back to old memories for 
which they were the better. It was, moreover, desirable that there should be some 
choral numbers in the services sufficiently stable in all synagogues that worshippers 
from other synagogues should not feel strangers and unable to participate) Where 
synagogues were unable to afford proper choirs, they should be assisted financially to 
provide for a rendering of the singing approaching to dignity. An advisory committee 
of musical experts, of whom the community had so many, should be formed for the pur 
pose of consu/tation upon music and choir training. There was no reason why the best 
of our musical talent should not be used for the most sacred of purposes. There mighi 
be, at regular intervals, synagogue choir competitions on the lines of the great Welsh 
choir exhibitions. This would encourage both choirmasters and choristers and result 
in educational benefit and increased interest, There was a certain amount of financia! 
management involved, but he thought the need was so great and the feeling, 
though hitherto inarticulate, so strong, that this consideration meed sot trouble the 
movement at the initial stage. 

After a discussion, the Rev. A. A. moved, and Mr. I. seconded. 
and it was unanimously resolved .—* That a committee be formed for the purpose of 
organising a Union having for its objects the helping and improvement of the choral 
portions of the Synagogue Service, and that the synagogues be circularised asking for 
the nomination of two delegates {rom each, for this purpose.

Mr. Lissack expressed the hope that the authorities would take similar steps 
regarding the smaller dealers.

A ComMMUNAL WorKER'sS NinetTieTH Birtipay.—It will be a matter 
of interest (writes a correspondent) to many to hear of the very 
interesting, career of Mr. Samuel Victor Abraham, who, on Wednesday, 
celebrated his ninetieth birthday. Mr. Abrabam was born on July iith, 1527, in 
Lancaster Court, Strand, and has thus lived under five Eng ‘lish sovereigns. His 
mother was Miss RebeccaLevy, of Deal, whose sister was grandmot! ier of Sir Sidney 
Lee. Hisfather, Mr. Victor Abraham, was a founder and for many yearsa Warder 
of the Western Synagogue, formerly inthe Haymarket. The active interest in this 
synagogue was maintained by Mr. S. V. Abrabam until quite recently. In later 
years Mr. Abraham was a member of the Loard of Management of the New West 
End Synagogue. He has also served on other Jewish public bodies. In business 
life Mr. Abraham, like his father before him, was an expert in embroidery 
and decoration (the business premises were in Lisle Street, Leicester Square), 
and he had the honour of embroidering the canopy and throne used 
at ©Oueen Victoria's Coronation. Mr. Abraham himself has many specimens of 
his work on the Scrolls of the Law and the Ark curtains of many of our finest 
synagogues in England and the Colonies. Specimens of his work were also 
on show at the Exhibition of 1851. The Graphic of 1875 ‘contains a 
photograph of the gold embroidered curtain of the Ark used at the 
opening of the Princes Street Synagogue in Liverpool. Mr, Abraham 
celebrated his jubilee as a Fresmason in 1905 He was one of 
the founders of the Montefiore Lodge in 1864. He is the only living founder, 
maintains his interest and still attends Masonic functions One of the old 
school of English orthodoxy, Mr. Abrahams seldom misses a service on the 
Sabbath. He is fond of recalling incidents that seem to us of the present genera- 
tion to belong to a bygone age, and his recollections o! London life in his early 
days sound strange in our ears in these days of motor traction, “tubes,” and air 
raids. Mr. Abraham lives in retirement with his nephew, Mr. Herbert Abraham, 
at 149, Sutherland Avenue, where on Wednesday evening a numerous company, 
which included many relatives and friends, assembled to do him honour at a 
dinner given by his nephew, Mr. Laurence Abraham, of Japan

I had quite a big South African mail this week, You seemed 
to have had a nice holiday. ms 


Maurice Jacobs, Brondesbury,— 

DEAR AUNTIE,—I am going to try and give you a slight 
description of South Africa. The City of Port Elizabeth is 
on Algoa Bay, and the population is about thirty thousand. 
The residential part of Port Elizabeth is on a hill overlook- 
ing the Bay, in which there are always some steamers from 
Eogiand and other parts. Port Elizabeth has many interest- 
ing places. There is a very interesting museum which has 
antiques as well as animals and snakes. There is also the 
finest \ibrary that one could wish for, and it is a large build- 
ing. The library has a large dome made of stained glass. 
One can borrow books as well as read them in the building. 
The cinemas and theatres are also very fine buildings. The 
beach, which is called Humewood, is one stretch of sand, 
and we often used to go bathing in the sea water, as the 
beach was only about three miles from where we lived, and 
took us a quarter ofan hour by tram. In Port Elizabeth 
we do not have electric trains like in London, but im other 
respects it is quite up-to-date, as there are taxis and electric 
trams. There is a very fine train service in Cape Province, 
and daily trains run to Johannesburg and Cape Town, which 
takes thirty-six and forty-two hours respectively. Ttisa 
very interesting sight to see the bales of wool, hides and 
ostrich feathers being put on the steamer for export to 
Europe and America, Cape Town is a good deal larger city 
than Port Elizabeth, and has a population of about seventy 
thousand whites. Table Mountain overlooks Cape Town. 
It gets its name from the fact that its top is quite flat, and 
when there is a mist about the vapours settle on the top and 
makes the top of the mountain look like a tablecloth. Cape 
Town has a large pier and very fine docks, and the largest 
steamers moor alongside, A train runs from the docks fo 
the centre of the city. From almost all parts of Cape 
Tow one can s@e the sea. In fact, I think it is rather 
unique for a city fo have mountain air and sea breezes. 
Ot course, everyone knows, I think, the greatest gold mines 
are round Johanmesburg,.and the enormous amount of gold 
is very useful to us in this terrible war. In Johannesburg 
there is quite a large population of Jewish people, arid in 
every centre there are very fine synagogues. Our coreli- 


gionists are very much respected there and hold high 


positions. The Jewish CHRONICLE goes to nearly every 
home.
